Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Last night, after the new Comedy of The Merchant's Wedding, a 
new afterpiece was produced, entitled Phe Somnambulist ; or, The 
Phantom of the Village. It is almost a literal translation from the 
piece now performing at the French Theatre : the story may be briefly 
told :—Edmund Beauchamp (Diddear) is about to marry Ernestine 
Dormeuil, (Miss Kelly )—the night before this intended marriage, M, 
de Rosambert (Wrench) arrives at his native village, and takes up 
his abode at The True Lover’s Knot, an inn kept by Madame Ger- 
trude ; (Miss Goward) he is told that the room in which he is to sleep 
is haunted by the Village Phantom ; he retires to it, and is soon after 
surprised by a visit from Ernestine, who has the habit of walking in 
her sleep ; time and opportunity tempt M. de Rosenberg, but virtue 
triumphs, and he flies from temptation ; and Ernestine, still sleeping, 
reclines on his bed, where she is discovered by Edmund, and several of 
the villagers, who will not believe in her pathetic protestations of in- 
nocence ; Edmund rejects her love, and, in consequence of her sup- 
posed faithlessness, determines to espouse Madame Gertrude. Whilst 
the preparations for this marriage are going on, Ernestine is seen to 
issue from her chamber window in sleep, to walk along the roof of 
the house, and over someruins, until she reaches terra firma, and the 
arms of her lover, who is thus convinced of her innocence. This piece 
was very well reeeived ;—it almost entirely depended on the acting of 
Miss Kelly, as the Somnambulist, who was delicately and beautifully 
pathetic ; nothing could exceed the pathetic beauty of her aeting.— 
Miss Goward and Keeley did all that was possible for parts of no great 
promise ; in fact, the whole weight of the piece depended on Miss 
Kelly, and triumphantly and effectively did she sustain it. The piece 
was very favorably received, and given out for repetition amidst mach 
applause. 

Orymerc—On Saturday evening last, we noticed among the fashion- 
ables at this Theatre, Lord W. Lenox and Miss Paton, who frequently 
applauded little Miss Poole in her Oyster song, which, as usual, met 
with a brilliant encore—We understand this charming little vocalist is 
rehearsing “ ‘The Dashing Young Officer,” to be dressed in military 
costume.—The house was crowded in every part. 
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Signor Curioni and the Black Wig.—Signor Curioni, the celebrated 
singer, was had up to Marlborough Street police office, on Monday,

To this statement the girl replied that she was then 
staggered about the Siguor’s identity in consequence of his wearing a 
Black Wig. The Signor vowed he never did wear in private other than 
the scalp he then wore,which be pulled off to exhibit to the magistrate, 
who was so struck with the difference it made in the appearance of 
this Italian Lothario, that he ordered the ‘case to stand over for for- 
ther investigation. Much anxiety was evinced to ascertain if the in- 
fant bore any resemblance to the handsome Signor.
